About  three  years  ago  a  progressive  group  of  Ireland  people  de¬ 
cided  to  build  a  gym  for  the  community  of  Ireland.  This  was  just  the 
beginning;  much  work  was  ahead.  After  about  six  months  of  planning, 
the  blueprints  were  drawn.  Leo  Stemle  was  chosen  legal  advisor  and 
Bob  Miller  was  given  the  contract  to  construct  the  gymnasium  which 
is  probably  one  of  the  best  in  Southern  Indiana. 

It  was  May  of  1948  before  construction  of  the  gym  was  started. 
Because  of  lack  of  material,  it  took  nearly  18  months  to  complete  this 
task.  It  was  not  until  November  that  the  building  was  completed.  It 
has  a  large  stage  and  two  large  dressing  rooms  on  the  east  end,  and  a 
large  boiler  room  in  the  center  which  provides  heat  for  the  building.
